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Living With Christ

St. John 11:25, “Jesus said unto 
her, I am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though 
he were dead, yet he shall live.” 

Almost everyone is very much in- 
terested in life and in living. That 
is very much true of both Christian 
and sinner. Everyone prefers to live 
and enjoy the blessings of life rather 
than to suffer the pains of death. But 
the majority of people seem uncon- 
cerned about the kind of life they 
live, just so they live and have a 
“good time.” 

In this article there are two things 
especially that I should like to point 
out: (1) This present life; (2) the life 
to come. May we discuss them in their 
present order: 


THIS PRESENT LIFE 


It seems to be most important to 
people today to get along in the world, 
having the necessities and luxuries 
of this world, pleasures and pride of 
life, and ignore the thought of life to 
come. Oh, if people would only realize 
that this life is one of little real im- 
portance, if they are “living with 
Christ” in this present life. This life 
is only getting ready to live the “life 
to come.” This is the life in which we 
prepare ourselves for the life to come 
—“eternal life.” 

Let us think for a little while just 
what “life” is. The Bible tells us in 
James 4:14, “Whereas ye know not 
what shall be on the morrow. For 
what is your life? It is even a vapour, 
that appeareth for a little time, and 
then vanisheth away.” So we see that 
this life will only last for a very short 
time and then be gone, but we are 
going to live on somewhere, either in 
heaven or in hell. Each of us decides 
that for himself; just what our future 
life will be is determined by the life 
we live in the flesh. 

As we have said before this life is 
the preparation place for the life 
to come, and if we are to inherit 
that life we must make this life count 
for God. We must “live with Christ” 
in this present world in the Spirit, if 
we are to live with Him in the world 
to come. Paul said in Phil. 1:21, “For 
to me to live is Christ, and to die is 
gain.” 

Friend, it is joy, peace, and happi- 
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ness to live for God in this world. If 
you are living in sin, Satan may tell 
you that you are having “a good time” 
and keep your heart and mind off God 
and His way; but remember, that 
life will soon come to an end, and if 
you live for God in this world, after 
this natural body has passed away 
you will just begin to live. Matt. 24:35. 
One thing: sure, you can never find 
complete happiness in living like the 
world; but if you will get the love of 
God in your heart and give yourself 
to Him, you can find great joy and 
happiness in this life, and in the end 
“everlasting life,” glory to God! 
THE LIFE TO COME 

After a brief discussion of this 
“present life,” let us think for a little 
while about “the life to come.” In 
Rev. 3:21 we find these words, “To 
him that overcometh will I grant to 
sit with me in my throne, even as I 
also overcame, and am set down with 
my Father in his throne.” Then in 
2 Tim. 2:11, 12, “It is a faithful say- 
ing: For if we be dead with him, we 
shall also live with him: if we suffer, 
we shall also reign with him: if we 


deny him, he also will deny us.” 
There is, therefore, a promise and q 
hope left unto each of us, for the 
man or woman who is willing to for- 
sake sin and everything that is not 
like God in this life, and live for 
Christ in this world; we have the priy- 
ilege of living with Him forever inn 
heaven. But this promise is not for%é 
the wicked and ungodly, for their® 
inheritance shall be hell and “ever-” 
lasting destruction.” Psalm 9:17. When ” 
the new life for a Christian begins,” 
all of the troubles and sufferings of’ 
this life shall be forgotten and wey, | 
can rejoice with the saints of all ageg, 40 
forever and ever!

His office work in the hearts of men 
and women. 

“Faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God. How shall 
they hear without a preacher? And 
how shall they preach except they be 
sent?” Romans 10:17, 14, 15. 


It is one thing to be called of God 
to preach, and it is another thing to 
be sent by the Lord. Moses was called 
to lead the children of Israel out 
of bondage when a young man, but 
he spent forty years in training be- 
fore God sent him. The reason of 
so many failures on the part of the 
ministry today is because too many 
preachers get their calling mixed 
up with their sending. This being 
the case, they do not think they need 
to study the Word before they go, 
seeing the Lord has called them; but 
somewhere along the line the enemy 
will meet them (and do not ever fool 
yourself, he knows the Bible) and 
through his clever tactics he will 
either lead them astray or cause them 
to give up. 

Since the ministry is the work of 
the Lord, we become workmen for 
Him. A workman, or a working man 
(a laborer), is one who puts all he 
(or she) has into the job. This being 
done, one cannot be successful at 
anything else, and still do God’s work 
the way He wants it done. 

First, we must study to shew our- 
selves approved unto God, a workman 
that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth. 2 
Tim. 2:15. Second, we must spend much 
time in prayer that the Holy Ghost 
may work through our ministry. Luke 
18:1. Third, we must devote the most 
of our time to evangelism. By this I 
mean that we can look around us 
and see so very many that are shut 
in and not able to go to church, and 
_we can make it our duty to visit 
them. Then there are those of our 
* own parish who need encouraging 
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and would like to have us pray with 
them. 

The ministry should not be looked 
upon as a pastime job, but a full-time 
job, and one ordained of God, and 
God hath ordained that they who 
preach the gospel should live of the 
gospel. 1 Corinthians 9:14. You need 
the ministry and the ministry needs 
you; neither can get along without 
the other. It is your duty to help sup- 
port the ministry and to keep the 
minister on the job, not only for your 
good but for that one that is in sin. 

God requires the tenth part of your 
income for the support of His ministry. 
Numbers 18:21; Leviticus 27:30; Nehe- 
miah 10:38; 12:44; 13:10-12; Malachi 
3:8-12; Matt. 23:23; 5:20; 1 Cor. 16:2. 
However, many feel that the minister 
can work and preach, too; but you 
who are under this impression should 
try it for awhile. You would soon 
change your mind. 

Others will say, “God has not shown 
me the light on paying tithes, and 
therefore I do not feel that I should 
pay them.” Did you ever look in the 
Bible to see if the Book taught it?

In many respects we have not met 
to funeralize our precious brother, 
Henry Cornutt, but to show respect 
and bestow honor upon him. I ap- 
preciate the many good things that 
Brothers J. B. Ellis, Willard William- 
son, and A. L. Burroughs have said. 
Their acquaintance with Brother 
Henry was much longer than mine 
but certainly no more precious. 


Many times, when visiting Brother 
Henry, I would read to him from his 
Bible that was always within his 
reach, and you notice that I am us- 
ing his own precious Bible, instead 
of my own. One thing that struck me 
very forcibly about his Bible was the 
numerous passages he had marked. 
In the last few days before his pass- 
ing, during the moments that I wasn’t 
standing by his bedside, I took a page- 
by-page journey through his Bible to 
discover that many chapters of the 
Gospels and Acts were marked. I also 
found many in parenthesis. So when I 
began praying for guidance as to what 
line of thought I should follow and 
what text I should use, as if someone 
spoke to me, I was directed to these 
words in Acts 11:24, “He was a good 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost.” I 
reasoned, “How could he help being 
good and full of the Holy Ghost 
when he lived by the Bible, with a 
disposition to obey God’s Word?” 
Then, I thought, “Follow him as he 
traveled from one thought to another, 
and let your findings constitute the 
message.” This I did, and now let us 
see that, to Brother Henry, his Bible 
was more than a compass to a sailor, 
a road map to a tourist, or a guide to 
an adventurer. It was his chart and 
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Delivered by His Pastor, 


his travelogue. God’s Word was as es- 
sential and precious to him as the 
Constitution of the United States is to 
a lawyer and judge. Turning to Matt. 
4:4, I found the actual reason why he 
so loved this Book. These words, 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God,” were marked. 

I thought, “What was his initial 
approach to goodness and the Holy 
Ghost?”

thenceforth good for nothing, but to 
be cast out, and to be trodden under 
foot of men. Ye are the light of the 
world. A city that is set on an hill 
cannot be hid.” 


What his markings reveal were his 
discoveries about the Church of God 
that he loved and lived in, with, and 
for over a period of thirty-six years. 
Here is the clear sparkling stream of 
scriptures that no doubt kept his heart 
warm with love, loyalty, and apprecia- 
tion for the Church of God. Matt. 16: 
17, 18, “And Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Blessed art thou, Simon 
Bar-jona: for flesh and blood hath not 
revealed it unto thee, but my Father 
which is in heaven. And I say also unto 
thee, That thou art Peter, and upon 
this rock I will build my church, and 
the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” Acts 20:28, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the Church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood.” 
1 Cor. 12:13, “For by one Spirit are 
we all baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we 
be bond or free; and have been all 
made to drink into one Spirit.” Eph. 
5:25-27, “Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the church, 
and gave himself for it; that he might 
sanctify and cleanse it with the wash- 
ing of water by the word. That he 
might present it to himself a glorious 
church, not having spot, or wrinkle, 
or any such thing; but that it should 
be holy and without blemish.” Despite 
his inexorable attachment and pro- 
found conviction that the Church of 
God was the only church for him, his 
marks about this verse are full proof 
that he didn’t unchristianize mem- 
bers of other denominations. John 10: 
16, “And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold, and one 
shepherd.” 

His love for members was an out- 
standing characteristic. To him the 
keeping of the following command- 
ments was an absolute assurance of 
unity, fellowship, and success for the 
members of the Church. Matt. 22:36, 
37, “Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law? Jesus said unto 





him, Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy mind.” John 
13:34, 35, “A new commandment I 
give unto you, That ye love one an- 
other; as I have loved you, that ye also 
love one another. By this shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples, 
if ye have love and to another.” Who 
would dare say he was wrong in this 
attitude? 

He had an enviable record of church 
attendance. He respected, for one 
thing, Paul’s warning, Heb. 10:25, “Not 
forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as the manner of some is; 
but exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the day 
approaching.” But his main reason 
was that his heart was so completely 
invested in the church work that he 
couldn’t stay away from God’s house 
when it was possible to attend. Not 
only that, but he was faithful in sup- 
porting the church with his tithes 
and offerings. 

He was more than a charter mem- 
ber. The church was set in order dur- 
ing a tent meeting conducted by 
Reverend Buckalew. Its first home 
was in a store building on Canterbury. 
Then, due to the difficult circum- 
stances that were existing, they 
cleaned out a room in the livery stable 
and worshiped there for a while. Later, 
the membership moved to Sixth Street, 
and from there to the corner of Ninth 
and Sansom, the present home of the 
church. This is the third building 
erected on this plot of ground. The 
church, for several years, was so weak, 
financially, that it was hard to sup- 
port a pastor, but the church was not

to be without leadership. Brothers 
Henry, Porter, and Jim carried on. 
Brother Henry, being not only a faith- 
ful deacon but a preaching deacon, 
supplied the pulpit in the absence 
cf a regular pastor. He said by his 
deeds, “Because I live, the Church of 
God shall live, also.” 

There were days when many of the 
citizens of Alabama City didn’t under- 
stand or appreciate the Church of 
God. It is different now. I feel that 
the people of this town wouldn’t part 
with the church. 

Brother Henry loved the Sunday 
School and served as superintendent 
and teacher many times. My heart 
was touched again when I noticed 
these verses marked: Matt. 19:13, 14, 
“Then were there brought unto him 
little children, that he should put his 
hands on them, and pray: and the 
disciples rebuked them. But Jesus said, 
Suffer little children, and forbid them 
not, to come unto me: for of such is 
the kingdom of heaven.” Yes, he loved 
children and will live on and on in the 
hearts of hundreds. God rewarded him 
during his life by giving to him and 
his devoted and faithful wife one re- 
markable daughter and six splendid 
sons, seventeen grandchildren, and 
three great-grandchildren. Brother 
Henry loved singing and the Lord 
especially endowed his children with 
talents to sing. I shall never forget 
how his face lit up with the very glory 
of God as he cupped his hand over his 
left ear and listened to his children 
sing that last Tuesday night he was 
with us. His happiness was so great 
that he lifted his feeble hands and 
voice in praises to God all along. 

I noticed the mottoes over his bed. At 
the head, one read, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. and thou shalt be 
saved and thy house.” That was his 
prayer unto the end. I have heard him 
pray many times, “O Lord, save my 
unsaved children.” 

On Wednesday before his home- 
going he pointed to the wall and said, 
“True (his daughter) , move that calen- 
dar.” It was moved. It had been hang- 
ing over a motto which read, “Lord 
bless our home.” I turned to Josh. 24: 
15, and found his rule and ambition 
for his home: “And if it seem evil 
unto you to serve the Lord, choose 
you this day whom ye will serve; 
whether the gods which your fathers 
served that were on the other side of 
the flood, or the gods of the Amorites, 
in whose land ye dwell: but as for me 
and my house, we will serve the Lord.” 

Brother Henry suffered physically

over a period of several years and 
especially during his last two months. 
But physical suffering is not a re- 
flection on a child of God. Lazarus 
suffered unto death, but the angels 
were his pallbearers to Abraham’s 
bosom. 

Sometime, no doubt during a time 
of severe suffering, he marked this 
verse, Rom. 8:18, “For I reckon that 
the sufferings of this present time are 
not worthy to be compared with the 
glory which shall be revealed in us.” 
I heard him say many times, “Well, 
if I don’t get well, I know that Jesus 
heals, that divine healing is real to- 
day.” Hewas always thinking of others, 
and according to his mark about this 
verse, he was resigned to his suffering 
by feeling that it would be for some- 
one’s good. 2 Cor. 1:6, “And whether we 
be afflicted, it is for your consolation 
and salvation, which is effectual in 
the enduring of the same suffering 
which we also suffer: or whether we be 
comforted, it is for your consolation 
and salvation.” In parenthesis was 
Rev. 2:10, “Fear none of those things 
which thou shall suffer: behold, the 
devil shall cast some of you into 
prison, that ye may be tried; and ye 
shall have tribulation ten days: be 
thou faithful unto death, and I will 
give thee a crown of life,” which was 
both his goal and stabilizing promise 
in all his misery. Turning then to the 
following verses (that you can see no 
doubt from there—they are so heavily 
marked), I found a complete descrip- 
tion of his will power and undaunted 
courage. Let me read them, Rom. 8: 
35-39, “Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? shall tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, or 
nakedness, or peril, or sword? As it is 
written, For thy sake we are killed all 
the day long; we are accounted as 
sheep for the slaughter. Nay, in all 
these things we are more than con- 
querors through him that loved us. 
For I am _ persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, nor height, nor 
depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jesus our 
Lord.” 

Now I remember another motto over 
his bed—right over his head—“Thou 
wilt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is stayed on thee.” 

Brother Henry, like Joseph, had 
resurrection faith. This is proved not 
only by the testimonies we have heard 
him give, but also by this great sub- 


ject that he left underscored. Here 
are a few of them. John 11:25, “Jesus 
said unto her, I am the resurrection 
and the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he 
live.” Then dropping down to verse 
36 I read, “Then said the Jews, Be- 
hold how he loved him,” and I thought, 
“Yes, behold how he loved you, Broth- 
er Henry.” Remembering that the 15th 
chapter of 1 Corinthians is the most 
outstanding treatise of the Bible on 
the resurrection, I was curious to know 
which verses impressed Brother Henry 
most, so I hurried from St. John 11 to 
this passage, to find his heart aspired 
to triumphant, heroic faith and hope 
in these grand expressions, verses 51, 
52, 55-57, “Behold, I shew you a mys- 
tery; We shall not all sleep, but we 
shall all be changed, in a moment, 


in the twinkling of an eye, at the last | 


trump: for the trumpet shall sound, 
and the dead shall be raised incor- 
ruptible, and we shall be changed. 
O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory? The sting of 
death is sin; and the strength of sin 
is the law. But thanks be to God, 
which giveth us the victory through 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” Knowing that 
most people are acquainted with the 
23d Psalm and turn to it for consola- 
tion, I wondered if it were marked, and 
I found that he had the great Shep- 
herd with him in the valley. I want to 
quote it: “The Lord is my shepherd; 
I shall not want. He maketh me to lie 
down in green pastures: he leadeth 
me beside the still waters. He restoreth 
my soul: he leadeth me in the paths 
of righteousness for his name’s sake. 
Yea, though I walk through the valley 
of the shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil: for thou art with me; thy rod 
and thy staff they comfort me. Thou 
preparest a table before me in the 
presence of mine enemies: thou a- 
nointest my head with oil; my cup run- 
neth over. Surely goodness and mercy 
shall follow me all the days of my life: 
and I will dwell in the house of the 
Lord for ever.” 

Now over in Rev. 21:1-4, we are 
made aware of his climatic anticipa- 
tion and glorious hope for the future. 
“And I saw a new heaven and a new 
earth: for the first heaven and the 
first earth were passed away; and 
there was no more sea. And I John 
saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, 
coming down from God out of heaven, 
prepared as a bride adorned for her 
husband. And I heard a great voice 
out of heaven saying, Behold, the

EV. HERMAN LAUSTER VISITS 
THE STATES 

Twelve years ago my parents went 

s missionaries to Germany. During 


hose years our family has gone 
hrough severe tribulations, but praise 


ie unto God for He protected and kept 


s by His guiding hand. 

Now, after such a long time of be- 
ig away, my father is able to re- 
wn for a visit to the United States. 
bout four weeks ago my sister and I 
eceived the message that our father 
‘ould be coming in a few days. We 
ere very glad, and especially I. My 
ister had just come from Germany 
bout fourteen weeks before, and un- 
il then I had not seen any of the 
amily for over a year. 

We were at a revival meeting when 
ur father stepped into the building; 
;} was a happy reunion. He arrived in 
lew York just a few days before, and 
l¢ brought good reports of our mis- 
ion work in Germany. 

My mother and brother were not 
ible to come, due to the various dif- 
iculties in getting papers to come to 
imerica. 

My father arrived in time for the 
issembly. I have never in my life felt 
uch a warm and hearty welcome as 
ny father, my sister, and I received 
tt the Assembly. On Sunday morning 
if the Assembly, he gave a brief re- 
ort of the work in Germany. Since 
le had not been speaking English 
or many years, he spoke mostly in 
jerman and I interpreted. The last 
art of his report he gave in English, 
vhich, of course, the people enjoyed 
nost. They shouted and praised God 


ns he told about his miraculous re- 


ease from the concentration camp 
n which the German Gestapo had 


Neld him for seven months. Many re- 


nembered the day of prayer that was 


Neld especially for his release, and 
wave thanks unto God for answering 


heir prayers. They had a right to be 
hankful, because there they saw 
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their missionary who had _ labored 
hard and had been put into prison, 
who had suffered many mistreatments, 
who had gone many days without 
sufficient food, and who was sepa- 
rated from home and family without 
any hope of returning. This he did 
not for his own glory, but only to 
glorify the cause of Christ and to lift 
up Jesus to lost souls. 

He closed his speech by showing 
the tremendous need in Germany. He 
very clearly brought out the need of 
more praying people, more mission- 
aries, and more finance. 

I have been with my father for 
over ten years in Germany. I was 
there when the Gestapo took him. I 
remember the time when he returned 
and was not allowed to preach openly 
any more, but he held meetings 
secretly, endangering his life. I was 
in the meetings where we were not 
able to pray and speak above a whis- 
per. I know that he has not only 
risked his life but also given every 
cent of his own into the mission work 
and has sacrificed his health and 
every minute of spare time to bring 
lost souls to Jesus. 


I wonder how many of you would 
be willing to sacrifice just a little 
more to make it easier for our mis- 
sionaries and make it possible for 
those who are willing and waiting to 
go. My father has come to the States 
but does not plan to stay longer than 
absolutely necessary. He says, “I have 
to go back. There are thousands who 
haven’t heard the gospel. I have to 
carry it to them. I have to build 
churches, because we do not have 
places to gather our people.” He does 
not say, “I need rest.” His only am- 
bition is to work for Jesus. Twenty- 
one churches are waiting for his re- 
turn in Germany. Many doors are 
open for him to come to preach,*but 
he does not have enough time and 
sufficient qualified help. 

He carries a heavy burden, while 


many church members, and not only 
church members but preachers also, 
are spending their time in the easy 
chair. We have many ministers in 
America who have good supporting 
churches, but missionaries labor hard 
and then do not receive as much as 
most preachers with small churches. 

I wonder if some of our people are 
feeling easy today, spending their 
time in foolishness instead of praying, 
and their money on luxuries, while 
there are thousands dying without 
Christ. 

During the Assembly Brother Robert 
Seyda was appointed as a missionary 
to Germany to assist my father. He is 
willing to go and is qualified, but we 
need more financial help to send and 
support him. If he can go, thousands 
will hear the gospel; if he cannot, 
thousands will die in sin without 
knowing that Jesus saves. 

We started a building program in 
Germany, because we do not have 
any church buildings. Before, we came 
together in houses; but now, they do 
not have room enough to take care 
of the people. There is a great de- 
mand for buildings, but we do not 
have the money to build them. For 
$1,000, American money, we are able 
to build a church which is valued 
at about $10,000. 

Dad is at the present traveling in 
the United States. He will be going 
through many states while on his 
trip to the West and back. He plans 
to return to Germany in about six 
or eight weeks. He will spend a few 
days with my sister and me at Lee 
College before he leaves. If you are 
interested in having Brother Lauster 
for one of your mission services, 
contact your state overseer immedi- 
ately. He will not be able to go to 
every church, but he is trying his 
best to visit as many as possible. 

If you realize the great need, then 
I know you will be willing to support 
our mission work. Remember there 
are thousands who have not heard 
of salvation. We are sending mission- 
aries to the field and will send more 
missionaries, if you will help us.
